BIG PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Loss in Vicinity of City and 
Mississippi Gulf Coast Esti- 
mated at Several Millions.

BATON ROUGE, La, Oct. 1.—The 
death list resulting from the hurricane 
which swept New Orleans, ite vicinity 
and the Mississippi gulf coast Wednes- 
day, now is expected to reach 65 or 75. 
Property damage from latest estimates 
will mount into the millions. The losses 
so far as known are distributed as 
follows: New Orleans, 19 dead, 200 in- 
jured; Mississippi coast, 13 dead, scores 
injured or missing; Frenier, La. 2 
dead, about 2 injured.

We should clear our minds with regard to 
municipal ownership and operation of public 
utilities. We do not want to own and operate 
public utilities merely for the joy of ownership 
and operation... We do not want to go into com- 
petition with privately owned and operated util- 
ities merely for the purpose of destroying them 
without substituting something better. There 


_ }}-should be no thdught of destruction in municipal 


ownership. Duplicating a costly plant with the 
expectation that the well-established plant will 
be put out of business or the possibility that the 
new plant will be a failure is a profitless and 
foolish undertaking. 

The Post-Dispatch does not.believe in competi- 
tion in public utilities. In effect it is wasting 
capital by building two or three plants for serv- 
ice which can be better and more cheaply per- 
formed by one. It ought not to be resorted to by 
a city except as a last resort to resist oppression 
on the part of a privately owned public service 
corporation. 

Municipal ownership for competitive purposes 
is a gun behind the door to be used in emer- 
gencies against a public oppressor. Before it is 
used the advantage and profit of its use should 
be clearly demonstrated, 

Where good plants are in existence and munici- 
pal ownership and operation would be advan- 
tageous the existing plant, should be purchased 
whenever possible ata fair price. 

The best possible way for Mr. Hinstein to show 
that a municipal electric light and power plant is 
impractical is to prove that it is unnecessary— 
that the people will get as good service at as fair 
rates from his corporation as they can expect 
from a municipal plant. 

Whenever and wherever existing utility cor- 
porations treat the public fairly and are satisfied 
with equitable returns, there is no danger of com- 
petition on the part of cities. There is no par- 
ticular soundness or desirability in municipal 
ownership and operation. It is a device to meet 
intolerable abuses and oppressions by privately 
owned and operated utilities. It is a matter of 
*business.

As a result of exptriments with rats covering

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SENSIBLE OLD YUAN. 
Since leaving China for this country, Prof. 
Frank A. Goodnow, formerly of Columbia Uni- 
versity, refuses to talk about his strong recom- 
mendation to Yuan Shi Kai to make an Em- 
peror out of himself. : 

And, indeed, what is there he could say to his 
own countrymen about that remarkable plea to 
destroy the Chinese republic that contained 
more nonsequiturs than anything any other 
college professor, even a Chicago University 
professor, has written in years. As time goes 
oh Mr. Goodnow will feel more and more like 
keeping mighty still about it. 

Yuan does not want to follow the advice. 
He says that the idea of changing from a mod- 
ern President to a back-number Emperor is 
distasteful to him and he may be sincere in it. 
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and a birch in the other. The life stories of many 
immigrants would read less like Upton Sinclair’s 
Jungle. Opening their minds to daylight would 
mean clean morals, open-work plumbing and re- 
publican ideals. It would be like sunshine to a 
coal mine or ventilation to a sick room. It would 
mean more skilled labor, less slavery, more patri- 
ots, fewer Czolgozes, less typhoid, tuberculosis and 
treason, less yellow journalism, fewer neutrality

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THOSE $100 NOTES OF THE ALLIED LOAN, 
The loan to the allies has reached a stage 
making possible a form of expression as to its 
wisdom that is entirely proper and legitimate. 
The evidences of indebtedness will be offered 
fo the public in denominations as low as $100. 
Residents of this country who think the loan af- 
fords aid to the allies and increases in corre- 
sponding degree the difficulty of Germany’s task 
may with entire propriety express their views by 
individual refusals to buy any of the notes. Those 
who regard it as a technical violation of neutral- 
ity have the privilege of indicating by a similar 
course their convictions. For anybody who 
doubts on any ground the justification for the 
loan, there is no compulsion to help provide the 
allies with a half billion credit in this country. 
But those who look upon the loan as primarily 
one in America’s own interest, a means of 
financing American products for which a market 
might not otherwise be found, have a similar 
latitude in manifesting their sentiments. They 
can buy some of the notes, If the loan is regard- 
ed as an assistance to the allies by anti-German 
citizens they are as privileged to buy notes as 
pro-German citizens are to refuse to buy them. 
They will not make a burdensome sacrifice to 
conviction by buying at least one $100 note, par- 
ticularly when the sacrifice will net them more 
than a neat 5 per cent a year and will go at this 
rate to 105 or 110 if the war is brought to an early 
close with the allies triumphant.

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U. 8 TO DECLARE WAR. 

Nation-wide war is to be declared upon the 
mosqujto. 

The Government is considering a plan of or- 
ganizing a commission to consist of members 
of the various anti-mosquito organizations in each 
State for the purpose of exterminating the pest.

Should we prove equal to vanquishing this 
miost aggressive and persistent of enemies, we 
need have no further apprehension. . 

WIRELESS TELEPHONY. 

Wireless telephony is not new. St. Loutsans 
will: recall the De Forest tower at the World’s 
Fair, blazing with Cooper-Hewitt lamps, which 
was one of the first visible signs of the electrical 
voice-hurling invention. 

But the feat of wireless telephoning clear across 
the American continent and the Pacific to Hono- 
lulu, just performed, appeals to the imagination as 
little short of a miracle. It is, indeed, one of 
those miracles of modern science which we have 
come to expect as a°matter of course. And the 
wonder is even greater when we consider that 
the words spoken at Arlington, Va., and clearly 
heard at Honolulu, 4600 miles distant, after trav- 
ersing the air as Hertzian waves, could have been 
heard as distinctly anywhere within the 4600-mile 
radius, east, west, north or south. with the right 
kind of receiving apparatus at any desired point 
in that vast area. 

The mechanical achievement is astounding, 
when we are told that this feat in thlephony links 
up wire and wireless sending of voice messages. 
It is known to all students of electricity that the 
difference between the wave lengths of the elec- 
tric force traversing a wire and the wave lengths

000 bushels of September wheat in Chi- 
cago, bought from ‘“shorts’’ below 99 
cents. Contract stocks there were not 
sufficient to provide deliveries yester- 
day, which was the last trading day in 
the September option. With Lanyon 
holding long contracts the shorts were 
forced to buy in their trades, and in 
doing so forced the market upward. 

Not until the price crossed $1.10 did 
Lanyon begin to market his holdings 
thropgh cornitnission houses with Chi- 
cago wires. 

The deal was one of the most sensa- 
tional ever made in the September opn- 
tion, and the unfortunate position of the 
shorts was forcibly showe in that whi'e 
the rise was taking place in Chicag.. 
September wheat on the Merchants Ex- 
change dropped 2? cents to saies ©. $1.09%, 

Lanyon toid a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that in holding th» lung Septem- 
her wheat he was practics illy betting on 
a sure thing. 

“You see,”’ he said, “‘the recent wet 


Wleat in Chicage elevators, teapite a 
record crop, as threshing :as been de- 
ayed for over sixty days. 

“Chicago wheat shorts, knowing the 
crop was a huge one, sold the Sep- 
tember wheat option freely, thinking

Cash wheat 
yesterday in Chicago was quoted around 
$1.17 and with the future selling at $1.03% 
there was nothing for the shorts to do 
but buy their way out fn the pit. The

higher.’ 

Lanyon has been interested in some 
of the most spectacular deals ever 
recorded on the Merchants’ Exchange 
In one venture he was forced to settle 
short May wheat ‘in Chicago at $1.04, 
when the cash market was 92 cents. At 
another time he engineered a successful 
deal in May corn.

Indiana Mrn Ordered Arrested by 
Cabinet Member Action Mys- 
tery to Him. 

BERNE, Switzerland Oct. 1—-The 
American Alpinist, Henry Fairbanks 
Montagnier of Terre Haut-, [nd., had 
an unpleagant exnerienco at San Remo, 
where he was arrested by the ftahan 
authorities last Sunday upon his arrival 
from Nice, by order of the Mir.ister of 
Interior at Rome, «rn the gioind thai 
his presence constituted ‘a danger to 

public safety.” 

He was taken by two g2andarnies to a 
prison, where he spent twv nigots and 
one day. He then was taken to the 
Chief of Police, who informed him he 
would be expelled from Italy He chose 
to go to Switzerland and was conducted 
to Chiasso. 

Mottagnier asserts that he had lived 
for five years at San Remo and was 
greatly surprised at his arrest, the rea- 
son for which he has not been able to 
fathom, He intends, he declares, to 
protest through American diplomatic 
thannels at Berne, Rome and Was! ing- 
ton against the order expelling him fron: 
Italy and hopes to have !t rescinded.

een also made. 


Sarno Loses Every Round. ~* 


After a formaldehyde treatment 
apd provided with a patent clothes pin 
shutting off the nasal passages effec- 


tively, Old Man Dope waded into the 
dirty linen and endeavored to get to 
the bottom of the mess. He discov- 


ered: 

(1) That Sarno vas not even 
in the city, when the Sanders 
fight came off; that no person 
connected with the Sanders-Rob- 
erts battle had said anything to 
him about it; that he did not re- 
member who had told him any- 
thing about it: in shert, that 
Sarno could not offer any evi- 
dence that Sanders had been patd 
toe lose; and that investigation re- 
vealed that Sanders had received 
the worst beating administered 
in any of his weeny appearances 
in this city.
